The complaint was filed) in 
Crawford County on November 19. 
An interview with Chief Judge 
Alton ‘T. Davis has taken place, 
however comments from the 
County Board of Commissioners is 
forthcoming. Therefore, a detailed 
article regarding the case is expect- 
ed to be published in the December 
5 edition of the Avalanche. 

Representatives for both the 
court and the county have said sev- 
cral Uimes Gicy wished the issue, 
which Commissioners said deals 
with over one million dollars in 
“unfunded liabilities,’ wouldn't 
have to be taken to court and that an 
amicable and equitable resolution 
could be reached, 

The State Court Administrator’s 
Office will assign a judge to the 
case. Both Judge Davis and Circuit 
Court Judge Dennis F. Murphy

Grant will keep 
snowmobile 
trails patrolled

Riders who use local snowmo- 
bile trails can breathe a sigh of 
relief, as grant funding has been 
received for this winter season’s 
Crawford County — Sheriff's 
Snowmobile Patrol. 

Although walking a financial 
tightrope, the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners have 
agreed to a 25 percent match 
toward up to $36,000 in grant fund- 
ing from the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources and to allow 
Sheriff Kirk Wakefield to hire a 
temporary part-time certified offi- 
cer to patrol the county’s trails dur- 
ing peak usage. 

Because of the possibility of los- 
ing sizeable state revenues, the 
Commissioners agreed to dedicate 


$5,500 to the patrol instead of the 


full $8,500. 

This fall, many tocal government 
officials traveled to Lansing, along 
with hundreds of others from 
around the state, to rally against 
legislation that would have cut hun- 
dreds of. thousands of dollars in 
sales tax revenue from being shared 
with municipalities around the

Law enforcement gets tough 
on underage drinking

Increasing incidents of under- 
age drinking have caused local 
law enforcement officials to get 
tough, stating there will be no 
more “breaks,” 

From February to just last 
weck, Grayling Police officers 
issued 18 citations related to 
underage drinking (under the 
legal drinking age of 21) within 
the city limits. From April 
through November 15, the 
Crawford County  Sheriff’s 
Office issued 22 citations for the 
same type of activity throughout 
the county, including at Grayling 
High School during school hours. 
No statistics were available from 
the Michigan State Police at this 
time, 

Grayling Police Chief Karl 
Schreiner, who is also: president 
of the local school board, said the 
true extent of the problem has not 
been fully determined, but in one 
instance a 20-year old male was 
cited three times within six days: 
the first two limes, as a minor 
attempting to possess or purchase 
alcohol and the third time .as 
actually being in possession. 
Possession includes having 


already consumed the alcohol. 
Included in the list of the city’s 
citations are the following: a 19- 
year old female arrested for 
OUIL, or operating under the 
influence of liquor; a 16-year old 
male charged with violation of 
the state’s Zip/Zero/Zilch no tol- 
erance law; one 17-year old male 
charged with possession and 
transport of alcohol; one 18-year 
male charged with possession of 
alcohol and disorderly conduct 
and his 17-year old female com- 
panion, charged with the same 
violation; and most recently an 
18-year old male was arrested as 
a minor in possession (MIP) 
along with a charge of retail 
fraud. 
Besides those violations, 
Schreiner said his department 
issued nine MIP citations to three 
15-year old girls, two 16-year old 
boys, and three 20-year old 
males. These numbers do not 
include this summer’s city park 
drinking incident involving teens 
as young as 14, one of which was 

hospitalized. —

though not on 24-hour patrol tike 
the city, has accumulated numbers 
that are “out of hand.” 

Since April, his deputies have 
issued seven MIP citations during 
patrols on local rivers and lakes. 
Traffic stops have resulted in: six 
more. At the high school this year, 
one 16-year old male, one 17-year 
old male, two 17-year old females 
and one 18-year old male have been 
issued MIPs. The 16-year old male 
has offended twice, once assaulting 
the school's liaison officer, 

“These numbers indicate just the 
ones who have been caught,” 
Wakefield explained, “and we 
weren’t even looking for them.” 

Not included in the county's 
numbers were several teens who ran 
from the area when Sheriff's 
deputies converged upon the scene 
of their drinking party behind the 
ski hill at Hanson Hills Recreation 
Area on Halloween night. 

The teens had been attending a 
chaperoned dance, meant to help 
keep them off the streets and out of 
trouble, when some of (hew were 
seen driving to the secluded area. 
About an hour tater, when the teens 
did not return, the authorities were 
called. Deputies were extremely 
concerned about finding some who 
were passed out, but more con- 
cerned they would not find some- 
one Wf they had fallen and gotten 
hurt, then succumbed to the sub- 
Ireezing temperatures that night, 
Two of the teens were found later 
walking along M-72 just inside the 
cily limits, one was suffering from a 
head wound and was taken by 
ambulance to Grayling Mercy 
Hospital. Fortunately, only this one 
injury was reported, 

The Halloween night incident 
lied up deputies, other law enforee- 


ment officers and tow truck opera- 
tors for hours and into the next day, 
as many vehicles had to be towed 
after getting stuck in the sandy 
loose soil. 

Two parties in two nights took 
place in Grayling Township recent- 
ly, where teens drove away, only to 
be caught inside the city limits and 
ticketed, Schreiner said, ‘These par- 
lies are taking place late al night, 
when no Sheriff’s deputies are on 
duty. “There’s not much we can do 
about that,” Schreiner said of prob- 
lems occurring out in’ the town- 
ships. [le would like to see more 
coverage in Crawford County by 
Michigan State Police Troopers. 
He said to the south, Roscommon 
County has 24-hour road patrol by 
the sheriff's department, so the 
troopers could be put to better use 
patrolling and answering late night 
calls up here. 

Both the Sheriff and the Police 
Chief are issuing a warning lo 
underage drinkers their departments 
ae really cracking down on the 
problem, especially now that the 
holidays are upon us. “There will 
be no more breaks, no more pour- 
ing the beer oul on the ground and 
sending kids on their way if they are 
able,” Wakefield said. — He said he 
does not want a tragedy, like the 
death of some young people, to be 
the thing that brings about aware- 
ness “that we have a problem out 
there.” 

The intention of law enforcement 
officers, satd Schreiner, is not to 
harass young people in the commu- 
nity, but the problem definitely 
needs more attention. “If we find 
kids drinking, they will be ticketed, 
turned over to parents or probate 
court, or arrested if old enough. 
Anyway you look at it, you’re his- 
tory if you are caught drinking 


under age. My officers are just not 
pulling up with it any longer,’ he 
said. 

Schreiner and Wakefield are con- 
cerned not many ‘adults seem to 
care or want to face the reality of 
the situation -- that) they are 
resigned to the’ fact” kids are going 
(o drink and there is nothing anyone 
can do about it. They fear some 
adults even look at underage drink- 
ing as a rite of passage with a “kids 
‘will be kids” attitude. But the fact 
sull remains, it is against the law. 

Arrests at the high school should 
be of grave concern, especially 
when some young people seem to 
have grown more defiant of rules 
and authority figures. 

Wakefield said he has witnessed 
teenagers yelling and cursing at 
their parents, while the parents “just 
stand there and do nothing about it.” 
He blames this on changes in soci- 
etal views. “In realily, society ts 
making all of this defiance and irte- 
sponsibility possible among our 
young people,” Wakefield said. 
“The do-good liberal thinking of 
the past 30 or so years has created 
policies which tie the hands of par- 
ents, In many cases, there are no 
consequences al home when a kid 
breaks the law, so they keep serew- 
ing up and, sooner or later, they are 
no longer a juvenile and find them- 
selves in jail and no longer in the 
hands of their parents. Alb 1] know 


is, the kids have taken advantage of 


our (law enforcement’s) kindness 
and keep taking the risks of drink- 
ing. So, using kindness has not 
been a very effective tool in dealing 
with the problem.” 

Schreiner said it is difficult for 
parents (o address an underage 
drinking issue once their kids reach 
the age of 18, but before then it is 
all up to them. Wakefield agreed.

“This is not a school problem, this 
is not a police problem, this is a par- 
ent problem and we are looking to 
the parents for more help. However, 
[ do know there will always be kids 
in trouble no matter how good the 
parents are or how good the home.” 
He said there is no funding for more 
officers to address this problem, so 
the parents need to lead by example 
and establish a “zero tolerance” of 
their own. . 

“We are really concerned about 
kids drinking because when they 
do, more often than not, trouble fol- 
lows,” Wakefield said. “Kids tend 
lo get into fights, vandalize or com- 
mit other crimes while under the 
influence of alcohol.” 

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board has formed a task force to 
address the issues of alcohol and 
substance abuse. It is scheduled to 
meet for the first ime with law 
enforcement officials and school 
personnel on November 25, 
Schreiner, who has a dual rote in 
the concerns about underage drink- 
ing as police chief and board presi- 
dent, said he doesn’t expect the 
answer to the problem will come 
out of that meeting, but a founda- 
tion will be Jaid from which the 
schools, law enforcement and par- 
ents may begin to work toward a 
solution. 

“We know that all kids are not 
using alcohol, but we need to find 
out how big the problem of under- 
age drinking is in our county. Once 
that is determined, we can start 
looking for ways to change it.”

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Law student disillusioned by local justice system 


To the editor, 

As a pre-law student: at) the 
University of Michigan, and one 
who aspires to make my way to the 
United States Supreme Court, | had 
more at stake ia the case I witnessed 
Friday, November 8, than the future 
of ny mother. 

When I made a decision long ago 
as to how T could best contribute to 
the many problems in today’s soci- 
ely, | chose to dedicate my educa- 
tion to learning the law. After all, 
couldn't | best bring justice to the 
world through the — prestigious 
“Justice” system? However, | lett 
the Crawford County District Court 
that Friday feeling like that decision 
was a lost cause. 

On that day, [ witnessed an 
extreme tabrication, coupled with 
inconsistent testimonies and a little 
too friendly of conversations 
between the Prosecuting Attorney 
and two jurors result in the convic- 
lion of an innocent person. And, so, 
I faced the sad fact that our so- 
called justice system does not 
always do justice. 

Rather than mecting the elements 
of the law and secking the truth 
through the consistency in testi- 
monies, ignorance filled the court- 
room and resulted in a verdict that 
appalled me not only as a daughter, 
but also as a devoted student of the 
law. 1 feel quite confident asserting 
that even the Prosecuting Attorney 


was surprised at the verdict by the | 


jury since

duce “stories” that added up. 

Ironic enough, the best witness 
for the defense was actually one 
called by the prosecution. This wit- 
ness not only recalled the incident

alleged victim, but further served to 
catch the woman accusing my 
mother of assault and battery ina 
direct lie. 

While the alleged victim claimed 
she had ‘been’ shoved after being 
turned around by her hair, her wit- 
ness claimed that he saw her in the 
process of freely turning around 
and then had his eyes on her for 
everything that happened after that. 
He stated the two women in ques- 
tion had their “hands to them- 
selves.” 

This direct contradiction shows it 
is impossible for both of the 
Prosecution’s witnesses to be 
telling the truth. If the second wit- 
ness is telling the truth, then the 
shove claimed by the victim is a 
mere fabrication. The defense 
attorney indeed pointed out it was 
impossible for both testimonies to 
be (rue, but the jury chose lo ignore 
it. Perhaps it was influence from 
the juror who joked with the 
Prosecuting Attorney about their 
old age during the trial or the other 
juror who expressed his gratitude to 
the Prosecuting Attorney for allow- 
ing him to sit on the case. 

Whatever it was that caused the 
jury to render the verdict of guill is 
unclear; the only thing for certain is 


that it was not a genuine effort at the 


truth or an intelligent application of 
the law. Even a Crawford County 
Officer expressed his belief that the 
case at hand was not worth our time 
in the courtroom that morning. 
The jury even reneged on its pre- 
sentation of the “reasonable doubt” 
it held. The jury sent a question to 
the Judge asking to separate pure 
assault from assault and_ battery. 
When the Judge however said this 
could not be done, the jury stifled 


their doubts and convicted the 
defendant anyway, It was obvious 
they held doubts about convicting 
her of battery, or they wouldn’t have 
asked to separate the charges. 
their decision to ignore these 
doubts, similar to their decision to 
ignore the blatant inconsistency of 
testimonies, fueled my shock as i 
listened to the foreman read the ver- 
dict. 

While waiting for the jury to 
deliberate, 1 wasn’t nearly as ner- 
vous as f should have been because, 
to me, after listening to the ele- 
ments of the law, the case seemed 
so obvious. Many people | spoke 
with expressed similar sentiments. 
Each of us in the courtroom could 
clearly see the flaws in_ the 
Prosecution’s case. But the jury 
closed its eyes to these flaws, I was 
appalled as | witnessed pure igno- 
rance have the power to decide the 
future of another human being. 

AS a previous supported of the 
jury system, | was let down as | saw 
the blindness of these six individu- 
als carry more weight than the 
Judge. Is he not the one who has 
the training to decide such cases? 
Instead we Iet six people, off the 
street (one a previous convicted 
felon) apply the law as they wished, 
After being told the Prosecution 
had to prove all the elements of the 
crime, one of which was a feeling 
of immediate danger by the victim, 
1 was shocked the jury failed to lis- 
ten as the victim herself expressed 
she did not fear immediate danger. 

I wondered if the minds of the 
jurors. were even present in the 
courtroom that day, I felt like I was 
watching a circus act rather than a 
court in’ session. I even found 
myself yelling out at the end of the 
case, Even in the courtroom, |

Compliance plan accepted by District 
Court in sports seasons case 


EAST LANSING - On Friday, 
November 8, the United States 
District Court in Kalamazoo accepl- 
ed the compliance plan submitted 
by the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association (MHSAA) to 
reschedule ils post-season tourna- 
ments consistent with the District 
Court’s opinion and order of August 
1, 2002. 

Unless the MHSAA prevails on 
appeal, it will reschedule its Lower 
Peninsula golf and tennis tourna- 
ments, Moving, girls. tennis and boys 
golf from fall to spring and boys 
tennis and girls golf from spring to 
fall, 

The MHSAA will offer Upper 
Peninsula soccer tournaments for 
boys in the spring and girls in the 
fall. 

“This configuration complies 
with the Court’s August | Injunctive 
Order,” states the Final Injunctive 
Order issued on November 8. 

Girls basketball and volleyball 
scasons would also be reversed by 
the Court’s order of August 1. 
However, all these changes are sub- 
ject to appeal, and on May 9, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, stayed the District Court’s 
order that the changes take place in 
the 2003-04 school year.
